Many Organizations Throughout the 
State have

Work. 
Commission Offers Suggestions. 


Adams county has been requested 
to form a committee 
to co-operate 
with the Pennsylvania War History 
Commission in the collection of the 
records of the Great W ar. 
This re­ 
quest has been sent 
in the first in­ 
stance to the Chairmen of the County 
Branches of the Pennsylvania Council 
of National Defense; and the co-op­ 
eration of local historical organiza­ 
tions and of all wartime organizations 
is being obtained. 
The County War History Commit­ 
tees have in some cases been working 
with Memorial Committees and Wel­ 
come Committees. 
The records they 
are gathering will include the service 
record of every Pennsylvanian 
who 
has entered the service of the United 
States or of any of the Allies. There 
will also be reports 
and narratives 
of the many 
organizations 
in each 
county which engaged in war work. 
In Berks County forty nine different 
organizations which performed some 
war service have been affiliated in the 
war history work. 
Each will 
pre­ 
pare a detailed history of its own ac­ 
tivities. and all will unite in the gen­ 
eral history of the county’s contribu­ 
tion to the war. 
The War Service 
Records of the 
persons who entered the army or navy 
are being gathered by the counties in 
different ways. 
In several 
counties 
the work has been performed by the 
County Branch of the Council of Na­ 
tional Defense; in others, the Moth­
